The result of the exaiuiaation 
of the 8cho(d children by mem- 
bers of theOouty Board ot liealih 
shows bow badly such an exanii- 
nation was needed. We are reli- 
ably informed that several cases 
of trachoma, one of the 
most Gotagious of eyo troubles, 
were drscovered, and also some 
oases of itch and some tliront 
troables. The children fuuud 
aifeeted were sent home for treat- 
ment. \Vc are of the opinion 
that the Board should go a step 
farther and preseribe the n«oes- 
sary treatment for the children, 
and also see thai the scboola of 
rho oeoMty aro visited a little 
more frequently and thei hildreu 
exainiued for theae and utber 
troahlM. No doubt the reeoot 
outbreak of diphtheria could 
liavo been dieclied umuh sooner 
bad all the school children in the 
County lit en exainiued regularly.
